MISSION TO JERUSALEM. 

' —— From the Missionary. 
Extract of a letter from the Rev. Levi Parsons, 
ant of the Missionarirs te Judea, to a Lady in 
~ Mount Zion, Geo..dated at Andover, (Mass.) 
October, 3d, 1819. 

“*T havepften thought of my afflicted cousin, 
and nothing but ignorance of your residence has 
occasioned this long, and unwelcome silence.— 
Bat while you wander as a pilgrim m a strange 
land, your path to heaven may be far more bright, 
and pleasart than it would be in the most envi- 
able situatio in life. There issomething in so- 
litude calcuhted to nourish the best affections of 
the mind, iad to quickén our steps towards 
our heaveniy Father’s house—Let us think that 
place a parafise which tends to mortity the deeds 
of the flesh, and to qualify us for a high station in 
the service of our divine Redeemer. 
The iast year, my situation has been quite pe- 
culiar, and [trust not unprofitable. I have been 
exclusively devoted to preparation for our Mis- 
sion to Judes. Eight months were employed as 
an Agent of the Board in the westera country.— 
During thistime, | visited most of the principal 
towns between Albany and Buffalo, and obtaiy- 
ed about $6000 for the benefit of ForeignMissions. 
In the county of Madison, | was permitted to 
witness a memorable season of the ovtpouring of 
the Spirit of God—Probably more than a thou- 
sand souls were renewed by divine grace ! 
On my return to this Seminary, called a short 
time at Pittsfield, Vt. and found my Parents and 
Brother in health. We conversed freely of my 
final departure, and with more composure than 
l ever expected to witness.—The last season will 
be painful, bat Christ can support us; and how 
can we sink with such a prop? For two months 
past our attantion has been turned to the Orien- 
tal languages—To the reading of the Koran in 
the original language. Oftentimes we rejoice 
that we are counted worthy to think of treading 
upon that ground which has been consecrated by 
the blod@ of the Sei ‘Of God. Buf our work is 
great and difficult—we are ready to sink in 
view of it, but the Saviour for our Shield, we are 
Next week we finish 
our studies—expect to be at Boston, to witness 
the departure of our fellow Missionaries who are 
destined for Owhyhee. From thence we go di- 
rectly to our friends—visit them for the last time 
—return to Boston, and sail for Smyrna as soon 
as « vessel cartbe procured. 
‘Lhis in short is my history.—In the midst of 
all my multiplied cares, some seasons of comniu- 
nion with Ged, | humbly hope have been impart- 
ed—l do desire, I am quite deceived, to 
lay every interest at the feet of Jesus, and to say 
here I am, Lord,. send me—send me far from 
kindred, and friends, me to prison, and to 
aa it be for thy , and for the salvation 
of souls. 1 should rejoice to see you again; but 
this is not probable—but our jogrney home is 
short. Let us run. with d for we have 
in view a crown ofglory, whic th not away. 
Pray for 8; may Consin, Test we may war a good 
warfare, and keep the faith, and enter at last into

LATEST FROM OTAHEITE. 


Extract of a Letter from Mr. Charles E. Bowers, 
son of Mr. Isaac Bowers, of this town, to his Pa-, 
rents, dated *‘Matavia Bay, Olahetle, Nov.1818, 


* We arrived here on the 3d of this month ; im- 
mediately on coming to an anchor, Mr. Wilson, 
one of the English Missionaries, who has resided 
here siuce the year 1803, came on board; he in- 
formed me that the king and all his subjects, ia 
this and the neighboring islands, were become, 
he believed, hopeful Christians, and their whole 
study and pleasure was to serve the Lord. In. 
the afternoon, agreeable to the invitation of Mr. 
Wilson, the Captaio and tnyself went on shore ; 
as we entered the house of worship, in which he 
had been catechizing the people, (probably two 
hundred in number) they were singing a hymna, 
and | was struck with astonishment to see these 
untaught savages, in such a serious solemn man- 
ner, as I never witnessed before, go through the 
hymn ; after which Mr. Wilson arose, when they

On Saturday evening, three of the five Rope- 


Walks situated on Charles-street, owned by Capt. | 


Penvt. B. RocEns, of Brookfield, (occupied by 
Mr. Epwarp Apams,) Mr. Sameer Emmons, 
and Messrs. Henry Cuarpman & Co. were de- 
stroyed by fire, (communicated to the wind ward 
part of the ropewalk first named, by some vile in- 
cendiary) with an amount of cordage, hemp, and 
apparatus, estimated to amount to 60,000 dollars, 
4 etrong wind from N. N. W. spread the flames 
with great rapidity through the whole extent of 
the walks, (rising 10Q0 feet) and occasioned an 
awful and threatening conflagation.—These were 
momentarily checked bythe brick store-heads 
erected at the southeastern extremity. of the 
walks; which, from the precautions taken jp 
their censtruction, were considered by their own- 
ers to be fire proof; apd confidence in their secu- 
rity delayed the removal) of their contents until 
too late to save them.

We are sorry to 
say, that the Presbyterian Church, lately built 
by the inhabitants, a very handsome and orna- 
mental edifice, was bntot to the ground ; sever- 
al families were driven into the streets with bare- 
ly their clothes, and the distress among the poor- 
er sort is dreadful, and it is to be hoped will ex- 
cite the Commiseration and liberality of the be- 
nevolent and the charitable. 

The amount of loss, it is impossible to ascer- 
tain or even to conjecture. Considerable goods, 
W. I. produce, and furniture are burnt and de- 
stroyed. Very few vessels in harbor—none in- 
jured.
